Interior Residual Spraying 

One chief advantage the use DDT lies its 
residual effectiveness for periods even months after 
the initial application. This makes ideal insecti- 
for household use; single treatment will some- 
times suffice for complete control throughout season. 
DDT has been employed with some success space 
spray, that is, substitute for pyrethrum fly sprays: 
small amounts dissolved purified kerosene are atom- 
ized order kill any insects present the moment. 
This procedure fairly satisfactory and, the appli- 
are frequent, eventually builds residue 
that will effective against reinfestation. 

For real residual treatment, one must deposit 
least 100 milligrams per square foot. most the 
experimental work date, 200 milligrams has been 
deposited per square foot the below 
are made this basis. There evidence, however, 
that for practical purposes only half that amount act- 
ually needed. 

Kerosene Sprays 

per 100 For use with hand-sprayers per cent 
solution (about pounds gallons) makes very 
convenient mixture. order deposit 200 milli- 
grams per square foot, which considered adequate 
residual application, the spraying should regu- 
lated that about applied per square foot. This 
easily done rough wood, papered surfaces, and com- 
position boards; but painted surfaces the material 


tends run off. Enough deposited with hand- 
power sprayer with this dilution the surface 
barely moistened. 
Water Emulsions 
satisfactory emulsion can made dissolving 
pounds DDT quarts xylol which has been 
added satisfactory emulsifying agent. About gal- 
lon concentrate will obtained. When this 
diluted with gallons water, the emulsion per 
square foot will deposit approximately the required 200 
milligrams. power sprayers are used, probably 
advisable add gallons water instead and 
figure depositing the emulsion per square 
foot instead Apparently the water emulsion pro- 
duces more effective deposit chemical than the pure 
oil sprays. Unless the varnished surfaces highly 
polished furniture are covered during the spraying, 
spotting from the xylol may result. 


Spraying Suggestions 

The ordinary sprayer 3-gallon capacity 
very effective, provided the cover can 
down tightly preferably, the sprayer should have tight- 
fitting neoprene (oil-resistant) gaskets and tightening 
lugs that fit under the rim. Helpful accessories are 
feet additional hose length, and stick that 
easily attached the spray wand lift the nozzle 
high places the room. For general spraying, the 
ordinary cireular nozzle with aperture the 
center satisfactory. The aperture should one that 
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produces medium spray, since either coarse atom- 
ized sprays are very wasteful material. With the 
nozzle properly adjusted, spraying distance 
inches from the surface treated gives excellent 
results and keeps the spray well under control. 

Hand sprayers have proved more practical and eco- 
nomical than power sprayers except buildings with 
high roofs ceilings. For ordinary rooms, whose sur- 
faces can all reached from the floor, the hand-sprayer 
far more effective: the material can concentrated 
set spray without atomization, and extra man 
needed manage the engine and hose line. 


Control Mosquito Larvae 

For the control mosquito larvae DDT dust 
more useful than paris green. present, with 
price differential well over cents pound, would 
seem inadvisable even experiment with DDT 
dust larvicide. The chief value the spray that 
extremely small quantities may effective the 
application large amounts fuel oil. per cent 
dilution kerosene diesel oil excellent. The ideal 
treatment recommended for this dilution quarts 
per acre, contrasted with gallons fuel-oil 
dispersal. These figures give some idea the minute 
quantity that should used. 

Contrary reports from some the earlier experi- 
ments, however, DDT has power spreading 
itself over water surfaces. dispersing the small 
amount material required, one must make sure that 
introduced over the entire surface, particularly 
rafts and booms floatage will its access the 
sheltered areas where breeding may intense. dis- 
persing the per cent kerosene mixture, one may well 
apply the material from the windward side and allow 
drift over the breeding area. order increase 
the and down the care which neces- 
sary applying minute amounts with kerosene 
considerable work has been done with emul- 
sions. using quick-breaking emulsion, such 
made with glyceryl alkyd resin, one can apply 
the material the acre basis, figuring the rate 
about pound DDT per acre. If, however, tight 
emulsion produced, with polyethylene emulsifier, 
the dosage should figured roughly volumetric 
basis that the DDT will not exceed part mil- 
lion. Any greater concentration will certainly detri- 
mental The addition DDT irrigation water 
its source has proved particularly disappointing. 


Control Adult Mosquitoes 

residual spray applied the rate 100 200 
milligrams per square foot will effectively kill all adult 
mosquitoes that come rest the treated walls, for 
period least months and possibly longer. 


Control Houseflies and Stable Flies 

Apply DDT exactly for residual spraying for 
mosquitoes. The spraying manure piles, the walls 
behind them, and the most obvious gathering places 
the stables will destroy numerous flies before they 
leave the breeding grounds. For household control 
treat especially screens, door and window frames, 
shelves, the edges pillars, and other areas that fly 
indicate habitual resting places. 


Control Fleas 

per cent DDT dust tale pyrophyllite 
rubbed into the fur pets constitutes very satisfac- 
tory primary source control. per cent kerosene 
spray applied floors, chicken houses and yards, dog 
kennels, and stable floors extremely effective. Per- 
sons flea bites have gained considerable 
relief treating the underclothes with per cent 
DDT dust tale. 

Control Roaches 

All the common household roaches except the Ger- 
man roaches are easily controlled. Either per cent 
DDT dust used along the areas generally traversed 
roaches kerosene spray containing per cent 
DDT heavily applied the most effective means 
control. per cent dust repeated applications 
the per cent kerosene spray will eventually make some 
inroads the German roach. For practical purposes, 
however, there little gained substituting 
DDT preparations for the orthodox treatment with 
sodium fluoride, particularly for the German roach. 


Control Bedbugs 
kerosene spray containing per cent DDT 
remarkably effective against bedbugs. Mattresses, 
pillows, springs, and bedframes should lightly 
sprayed that the surface barely moistened. the 
beds are placed upright against the wall, the spraying 
this furniture incidentally treats the wall behind the 
bed. spraying along the baseboards facili- 
tates the control but even only the beds and bedding 
are treated, the bugs nocturnal search for food will 
encounter enough poison kill them eventually. The 
advantage this treatment contrasted with fumi- 
gation that reinfestations are eliminated for several 
months, whereas fumigation kills only the bugs present 
the moment. 
Control Body Lice 
per cent DDT dust tale, applied the inside 
the clothing the rate about ounces per indi- 
vidual, will adequately control body lice. 


Control Argentine Ants 
kerosene spray containing per cent DDT 
extremely toxic Argentine ants and has been success- 


li- 
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fully used around the casings doors and windows 
masonry buildings. The ordinary frame house, how- 
ever, provides many entrances for this insect; under 
these conditions, standard Argentine ant poisons placed 
around the outside the house are far more effective 
than attempt treat all the interior. 


PREMARITAL AND PRENATAL LAWS 
EFFECT FIVE YEARS 


Five years operation the laws requiring pre- 
marital and prenatal tests for syphilis were 
September. Total number tests performed under 
both laws had nearly reached the two million mark 
the end September, 1945. 

With the migration into the State during the war 
large number people from States which have syph- 
ilis rates higher than the rate California, the num- 
ber positive and doubtful premarital and prenatal 
tests has risen. 

During the first nine months 1945, 2.2 per cent 
premarital tests and 2.3 per cent prenatal tests 
were reported positive doubtful. The 
positive and doubtful tests during the five year per- 
iod is: premarital, 1.9 per prenatal, 1.7 per cent. 

From September, 1939, through August, 1945, 
963,058 premarital tests were reported which 724,- 
408 were performed private laboratories. During 
the same period, 942,143 prenatal tests were reported, 
which 453,318 were performed private labora- 
tories. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR INDUSTRIAL PHN 
TRAINING BASIC CURRICULUM 


Suggestions ways which industrial public 
health nursing can integrated into the basic nursing 
curriculum are made the Bureau Public Health 
Nursing follows:

Careful searching slides made after hours’ ineu- 
bation would reveal positive fields which may missed 
relying upon prolonged 

Prolonged will result the appearance 
granules and irregular staining diphtheroids and 
other contaminating organisms.

These are 
more often among contacts, carriers, and 
convalescents than acute cases. such instances 
more reliable information may obtained from the 
examination series throat cultures.

SUGGESTED EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM 
ACCOMPANY SCHOOL HEALTH SERVICES 


response requests from local health depart- 
ments the Bureau Health Education has prepared 
suggestions concerning educational program pre- 
cede and accompany school immunization tuber- 
culosis case finding programs. 

Publie health procedures and programs for school 
children well for adults should more than 
rendering direct service. They should also 
utilized for educational purposes, and should help 
children, the level their ability understand 
the reasons for the particular procedure; its values, 
uses, limitations and expected results.

RECOMMENDED PROCEDURES FOR HOME 
PASTEURIZATION MILK 


Farm families and others who not have access 
commercially pasteurized milk can protect themselves 
from brucellosis (undulant fever), typhoid fever, para- 
typhoid, septic sore throat, diarrhea and other diseases 
conveyed raw milk, pasteurizing the milk home. 

The following directions for home pasteurization can 
out any intelligent person who possesses 
accurate thermometer. 


Heat the milk the top double boiler 
sauce pan which has been placed larger pan 
containing water. not apply heat directly 
the container milk. 

Place clean thermometer the milk and stir 
the milk continuously and gently with clean 
spoon. Watch the thermometer and heat the milk 
quickly 160° 

soon the thermometer reads 160° remove 
the container milk from the water bath and 
place immediately pan cold water, pref- 
erably water containing ice. 

When the milk has been cooled 50° place 
the refrigerator. the milk poured into 
another container before placing the refrig- 
erator, sure scald the container with boiling 
water first.

not guess the temperature but boil all raw milk.

immediate relief from the acute shortage 
health nurses can predicted and there urgent need 
for all available personnel continue working. 

increase the number resignations public 
health nurses since the end the war contributing 
the shortage. This due several factors inelud- 
ing the return home husbands who have been the 
service, the marriage nurses men discharged from 
the service, the desire nurses who have worked dur- 
ing the war duty return their family 
responsibilities, and the closing nursery schools 
where children public health nurses have received 
care. 

Few public health nurses have been discharged from 
military service. Those who have been discharged are 
not always available for immediate employment. Many 
have accumulated leave and others wish take 
health nursing refresher courses under the G.I. Bill. 

There has been small enrollment health 
nursing schools during the war and until nurses now 
entering universities become available, expected 
that there will continue shortage qualified 
personnel.

STATE AND FEDERAL INFORMATION 
SOURCES REGARDING DDT 


With DDT now easily available anyone, there 
have been many inquiries for sources information 
its use and toxicity. Questions concerning 
household and industrial use DDT should directed 
local health departments the State Department 
Health. Inquiries the agricul- 
tural use the insecticide should made county 
agricultural agents the State Department 
Agriculture. 

Caution labels for commercial containers DDT 
have been formulated accordance with the Federal 
Insecticide Act. setting forth the labeling 
provisions may obtained from the Livestock Branch, 
Production and Marketing Administration, 
Department Agriculture. 

The Industrial Hygiene Research Laboratory the 
Health Service maintaining close con- 
tact with companies manufacturing DDT, studying the 
hazards associated with its production, handling and 
use. the manufacture DDT and its products, 
where workers will exposed the substance daily 
for period certain precautionary measures 
are recommended. These are set forth pamphlet, 
blooded Animals Aerosols, Mists and Dusting 
Powders Containing DDT. Copies may obtained 
from the Industrial Hygiene Research Laboratories, 
National Institute Health, Bethesda 14, Maryland. 

The Industrial Hygiene Research Laboratory reports 
that poisoning actually due DDT has

Those cases toxicity which have occurred the 
present time have been found due the solvents 
used the DDT mixture. Many these solvents, 
such kerosene, xylene and others, themselves may 
cause irritation the skin and other harmful 
effects when handled Such effects may 
avoided observing proper precautions and strict 
personal cleanliness. the labora- 
tory that the chlorinated hydrocarbons, with the 
possible exception methylene chloride and trichlo- 
roethylene, not used solvents for DDT.

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PLAGUE DEMONSTRATED WILD RODENTS 
SEVEN COUNTIES 


Plague has been demonstrated wild rodents and 
their ectoparasites collected seven counties survey 
the Bureau Sanitary Inspections during 
the summer months. 

The counties are: Alpine, Kern, Merced, Placer, 
San Benito, San Bernardino and Santa Clara. beld- 
ingi, beecheyi and golden mantled squirrels and their 
fleas, ticks and lice are involved the findings. 

During the first nine months 1945 survey crews 
and examined 30,298 wild rodents. Over 
310,000 fleas, 1,700 ticks and 6,800 lice were collected 
and sent the State Laboratory for examination. All 
rodents showing suspicious lesions also were examined 
the laboratory. 

Rat trapping operations were conducted cities 
and towns during the first nine months the year 
which 20,764 rats were collected and examined and 
12,000 fleas were sent the laboratory for examination. 
October plague had not been demonstrated 
any rats their fleas. 


DDT SPRAYED YOLO COUNTY FOLLOWING 
MALARIA OUTBREAK 


DDT spraying program was conducted Septem- 
ber the town Bryte and nearby pear ranch 
the Bureau Sanitary Engineering following 
reports outbreak malaria. 

First cases were reported from the ranch which 
located near rice ponds that were heavily infested with 
Anopheles mosquitoes this summer. the time the 
malaria outbreak had been brought the attention 
health authorities, mosquito breeding the 
ponds had ceased and the insects were dispersal 
flight. Therefore, methods mosquito control which 
were use before DDT became available would have 
been ineffective breaking the chain infection. 

Mosquito surveys Yolo County show that the 
Anopheles mosquitoes are prevalent throughout the 
county. The predominant variety the Anopheles 
freeborni which, California, the most important 

mosquito potential spreader malaria. 

The outbreak the Bryte area particular 
importance from public health standpoint because 
the town situated just across the river from Sacra- 
mento.

NURSES OUTNUMBER ALL OTHER 
SIONAL GROUP VOLUNTEER 
SERVICE WAR 


The impressive story nurse participation the 
war related the September issue The American 
Journal Nursing. 

There was larger number war-service volunteers 
from nursing than from any other American profes- 
sion. Over 100,000 nurses, 42.9 per cent the esti- 
mated total 242,500 active professional nurses 
the United States, volunteered and were certified 
the Army and Navy for military service. Approxi- 
mately per cent all active professional nurses 
the United States were duty with the armed services 
June 30, 1945. 

Sixty-four per cent Army and Navy nurses came 
from hospitals and other per cent from 
private duty; five per cent from public health; three 
per cent from industrial nursing; and the remainder 
from sources. 

Early 1945 was estimated that approximately 
35,000 nurses were military duty outside the borders 
continental United States. 

For devotion duty, 964 Army and Navy nurses 
have received awards and citations, some them 
posthumous. 

The achievement nurses World War sur- 
passes the record previous wars. During the Civil 
War, 3214 nurses served and 1563 graduate nurses 
were with the military forces the Spanish-American 
War. World War there were 23,868 nurses 
whom 10,400 saw overseas service the Army alone.
